Advisory Action

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment filed 3/25/05 under 37 CFR 1 .1 16 in reply to the final rejection 
has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance and will not be entered because:

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b. Applicants arguments filed 3/25/05 have been fully considered buy they 
are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's arguments regarding the rejection of claim 23, wherein 
on pages 9 and 10, the applicant explains how the current invention differs from the 
teachings of Reifman. Particularly, the applicant states that the current invention has, 
for example, a print window configured to select a print driver to convert a computer 
document to a fax format. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Referring to col. 58, 
lines 30-67, user has an option of sending the document data either in a native format 
or a G3 format. Based on the user's specification (either native format or G3 fax 
format), it is noted that an appropriate fax print driver is selected for an appropriate 
conversion and transmission.
